The catholic Christian 
belongs to the Caurch; he must live and 
act not only for her, but with her and in 
Ler. Vae soti! I anticipated you in your 
protest, because the special circumstances 
in which I found myself would not suffer 
me to wait. I anticipated your act, be- 
eause I foresaw it. I protested against 
the Vatican assembly even before it met. 
In my view, it lacked ccumenity in its 





convocation, and liberty in its prepara 
tion; and, in advance, 1 could not recog- 
nize the authority of its decisions. 

In the second place, gentlemen, 1 bring 
you the mute but most profound protest 
of a multitude of oppressed consciences, 
that are awaiting the moment of dcliver- 
ance in the two countries which I represent 
here, and both which I may claim as my 
own—France and Italy. 

These protests are far more in number 
than you think; but they derive an im- 
portance altogether exceptional from the 
character of their authors. I have met with 
them at Rome itself, in the secular clergy, 
in the monasterics, and even under the 
yaults of the Vatican. ‘‘ We are in the 
Catacombs, like our ancestors.” said one 
of these illustrious suffercrs to me. ‘‘ We 
are praying, down here, and suffering and 
working as they did. When God's hour 
strikes we shall come out from under- 
ground; and there will be a whole nation 
of us!” It is from that subterranean 
church that I myself have come forth ; and, 
even had I nothing else to say to you, I 
should nevertheless have come hither to 
give voice before you to the cry of its 
griefs and of its hopes. 

To a superficial observer the triumph of 
Ultramontanism in France is already 
achieved. ‘‘ Woe unto us,” we might say, 
with the prophet, ‘‘ for the day goeth away, 
for the shadows of the evening are 
stretched out.” It seems as if we had no 
further choice in doctrines, but between 
Atheism and Buddhism; or in masters, but 
between the Comraunists of Pére Duch¢ne 
and the Jesuits of the Civilti Cattolica. 

But it is not so; and I do not hesitate to 
say that the number of those who believe 
in the new dogmas is relatively small. 

And, in fact, gentlemen, without speaking 
of the multitude of izfidels or nothing- 
arians included in the official rolls of our 
Church—men who stick to the name of 
Catholic, but evidently cannot believe in 
the infallibility of the Pope, because they 
do noi believe in the divinity of Jesus 
Christ; and without speaking of all those 
priests and layman of whom I have just 
said that,;not having been pressed to the 
choice of subscribing or not to what 
would be for them a lie, they have not 
deemed it their duty to take the initiative 
witb a spontaneous protest—without speak- 
ing of these, how many are there, even of 
those who have given in their explicit ad- 
hesion to the Council—bishops, priests, 
and laymen—who, in their inmost con- 
science, do not believe it! How many 
within whose mind are going on those 
fearful struggles, those triumphant insur- 
rections of the real truth against the con- 
ventional and factitious truth ! 

Some, with a most false conception of 
faith—not distinguishing between submit- 
ting and believing—accept the outward 
authority of the Vatican decrees without 
recognizing them as true, Under the al- 
most irresistible pressure of the systom of 
blind obedience which has long prevailed 
in the Church faith is confounded, both in 
their mind and iu their conscience, with 
discipline. They are slipping, without be- 
ing conscious of it, down the slope of the 
most dangerous skepticism. 

Why, I was myself teid by an illustri- 
ous bishop, feimerly of the opposition, 
whq as since submitted: “This dogma 
bas no such importance as you ascribe to 
it. It really docs not decide anything. I 
did not ebject to it as a theologian, for it 
is not falsc; but as a man, because it is 
silly. At Rome they compelled us to play 
the part of so many sextons; but there 
were a good two hundred of us that were 
competent to something more.” And an- 
other, not of the opposition, but a warm 
partisan of the dogma, and a cardinal of 
the Roman Church, said to me these mis- 
erably materialist words: “I quite agree 
with you that there was something better 
that might have been done. When the 
religious edifice is shaken to the founda- 
tion, it is no time to be looking up for 
cracked window-glass. But we had to 
pass this dogma because the Pope would 
have it; and you know, no doubt, who 
pushed it through.” 

I have quoted these words, which set 
the real truth face to face with the official 
truth, because I think they belong to his- 
tery. They serve, with many others, to 
show the nature of the vote in Council, 
and of the subsequent submission of many 
bishops. I am not accusing these 
bishops; I love them and pity them. But 
before the whole world I impeach that 
abominable and hypocritical tyranny 
which overbears the conscience of the 
bishops before coming to overbear the con- 
science of the people. 

There are others who, deeming them- 
selves obliged to give inward assent to the 
new formulas, labor to put upon them, 
both in the public view and in their own, 
a sense of which they are not susceptible. 
They struggle against the terrible clear- 
ness of these formulas, and end by coming 
to a miserable compromise between the 
convictions of their reason and the weak- 
ness of their will. This is the secret of 
that system of forced interpretations in 
which so many enlightened but timid 
minds seck repose they do not find. 
Will they not suffer me to tell them, with 
a frankness excused and demanded by the 
solemnity of the crisis: This system is not 
honest. You would be the first to blush 
atitin any other matter. If the Church 
used the sort of speech which you impute 
to it, it would not be using the language of 
honest men. 

Why, then, in face of this minority of 
blind fanatics and skepticai intriguers, 


joined hand in hand, and drawing after 


them into an error which they do not 
comprehend the ignorant, indifferent, or 
deluded crowd, why these illusions of the 
most perspcacious minds, these defections 
of the bravest hearts. 

Ido not seck the cause of them in the 


calculations of vulgar selfishness. There 
are interests so grave and delicate that 
they are almost sacred; and it is only of 
these that I would speak. For the priest 
it is poverty, dishonor under the ban of 
interdict and the thunderbolt of anathe- 





ma, the loss of this ministry of the altar 





ously offered himself a sacrifice. For the 
layman it is injury in the good name and 
estate which are not merely his; but | 
which he holds jointly with his wife and 
as a trust for his children. If he is an 
officeholder, he compromises his promo- 
tion, under an Ultramontane administra- 
tion, If he is a deputy, he hazards his 
election ; a physician or lawyer, his prac- 
tice; a merchant, his business connec- 
tion; a citizen in any relation, his consid- 
eration with a great number of his fellow- 
citizens. Must*I mention, in conclusion, 
one thing more painful still? The peace 
of his fireside and the dignity of his shroud 
and bier! Ah! gentlemen, before hin- 
drances like these there needs not courage 
only, but heroism. 

What, then, can be expected if the con- 
science becomes accomplice with the 
heart, adds her terrors to our own weak- 
nesses, and brings us, bewildered, toa 
stand before the crime of an imaginary 
schism? At all costs (this is the cry from 





every hand)—at all costs, schism must be 
avoided. Yes, doubtless, we must avoid 
schism. But, to avoid it, we must know 
what it is; and never was word at once 
so mighty and less understood. To refuse 
tothe bishop or the Pope the obedience 
due to them; or, to go further, and, seeking 
to justify the errors of the will by those of 
the reason, to pefvert the principles of 
the Catholic hicrarehy and the needful au- 
thority of the primacy—here is schism, 
and not elsewhere. 

Tey, then, are not schismatics who, 
abiding faithful to the authority of the 
Holy See and the Episcopate, refuse to 
confound this divine authority with the 
abuses to which men pervert it. They 
are not schismatics who remember those 
transient but terrible hours of darkness 
which God in his wrath has sometimes 
permitted in his Church, and of one of 
whieh, Arianism, St. Jerome wrote: “ Un- 
der the name of unity and faith they 
defined infidelity; and at that time 
nothing seemed so pious and so worthy 
of a servant of God as to follow the multi- 
tude, and not separate from the fellowship 
of the whole world.” [Dial. contra Lucifer.} 
No! those are not schismatics who, before 
acknowledging the Cathslic faith in the 
cecisions of a council, demand that the 
council shall be really a council, not an 
assembly without freedom, Tike those of 
Rimini and Seleucia of old and this of 
Rome. Those, finally, are not schismatics 
who, righteously refusing to quit the 
Church from which men would drive 
them forth, refuse alike to sacrifice truth 
to unity, and unity to truth. 

This is no schism. Call it rather mar- 
tyrdom. 

I thank God, gentlemen, this martyr- 
dom is ours. But, glorious as it is, I ven- 
ture to say that it is not enough. There 
necds not only martyrs, but apostles, Oh! 
priests, we have been made ministers of 
Christ, and stewards of the mysteries of 
God. If we had been false to our priest- 
hood, we should deserve to be stripped of 
it—or, rather, we should already have 
stripped ourselves of it. But we have 
been faithful to it; and it is for this very 
thing that we are persecuted. It is our 
right, then—nay, for one may renounce 
the exercise of a right, not the fulfillment 
of a duty—it is our duty, at least, in certain 
cases, to ascend the altar of sacrifice and 
praise, to dispense to the faithful the bread 
of the Word and of the Eucharist, the unc- 
tion of grace and of the sacraments. 

You understand, gentlemen, our work 
will not bear fruit among the people till it 
takes this course. Dig to the foundations 
of the Church, and you will find, doubt- 
less, the writings of the doctors and the 
blood of the martyis; but, more than all, 
you will fiad the word and ministry of the 
apostles. ‘Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized sball be 
saved.” 

In the eventide of the Jewish Church, 
while the shadows were darkening over 
the synagogue, and ancieut Israel was 
suffering a decadence, and passing through 
a crisis so like our own, Jesus was sitting 
beside the well of Samaria. With wisdom 
from above, he lifted up the hearts of his 
disciples, too prone to the calculations of 
human prudence, and he addressed them 
in these words: ‘‘Say ye not there are 
yet four months, and then cometh har- 
vest? Behold, I say unto you, Lift up 
your eyes and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to the harvest.” 

I seem at this moment, gentlemen, to 
hear the echo of these words coming 
down tous. And the Master adds: ‘‘ The 
harvest is great and the laborers are few- 
Pray ye, thercfore, the Lord of the har- 
vest that he would send forth laborers 
into his harvest.” 





ALICE CARY. 
A MEMORIAL.

Years ago, in an old academy in 
Massachusetts, its preceptor gave to a 
young girl a peem to learn for a Wednes- 
day exercise. It began 


** Of all the beautiful pictu-es 
That bang on Memory’s wall 
Is one ef a dim old forest, 
That seemeth best of all.” 


After the girl had recited the poem to her 
teacher, he told her that Edgar Poe had 
said, and that he himself concurred in the 
opinion, that in rhythm it was one of the 
most perfect lyrics in the English lan- 
guage. He then proceeded to tell the story 
of the one who wrote it—of her life in her 
Western home, of the fact that she and 
her sister Phoebe had but just come to New 
York to seek their fortune and to make a 
place for themselves in literature. It fell 
like a tale of romance on the girl’s heart; 
and from that hour she saved every utter- 
ance that she could find of Alice Cary’s, 
and spent much time thinking about her, 
till in a dim way she came to seem like a 
much loved friend. 

In 1857 the school-girl, then a woman, 
whom actual life had already overtaken, 
sat for the first time in a New York 
drawing-room, and looked with attentive 
but by no means dazzled eyes upon 
a gathering assembly. It docs not follow, 
because a person has done something 
remarkable, that he is, therefore, remark- 
able or even pleasant to look upon. Thus 
it happened that the young woman had 
numerous disappointments that evening, 
as one by one names famous ia literature 
and art were pronounced, and their own- 
ers for the first time took on the semblance 
of flesh and blood before her. Presently 
came into the room, and sat down beside 
her, a lady, whose eyes, in their first 
giance, and whose voice, in its first low 
tone, won he? heart. Soft, sad, tender 
eyes they were, and the face from which 
they shone was lovely. Its features were 
fine, its complexion a colorless olive, lit 
with the lustrous brown eyes, softened still 
more by masses of waving dark hair, then 
untouched of gray, and, save by its own 
wealth, wholly unadorned. Her dress was 
as harmonious as her face, It was of 





and of souls, to which in youth he s0 joy- 


pale gray satin, trimmed with foldg of ruby 


velvet; a dress like herself and her life— 
soft and sad in the background, bordered 
with brightness. This was Alice Cary. 
Even thea her face was a history, not a 
prophecy. Even then it bore the record 
of past suffering, and in the tender eyes 
there still lingered the shadow of many 
vanished dreams. Thus the story of the 
old academy was made real and doubly 
beautiful to the stranger. The Alice Cary 
whom she had imagined had never been 
quite so lovely as the Alice Cary whom 
she that moment saw. That evening be- 
gan a friendship between two women on 
which till its earthly close no shadow 
ever fell. 

AsIsit here thinking of her, I realize 
how futile will be any effort of mine to 
make a memorial worthy of my friend. 
The woman in herself so far transcended 
any work of art that she ever wrought, 
any song (sweet as her songs were) that 
she ever sung, that even toattempt to put 
into words what she was seems hopeless. 
Yet it is an act of justice, no less than of 
love, that one who knew her in the sxnc- 
tuary of her life should, at least, partly 
lift the vail which ever hung between the 
lovely soul and the world; that the women 
of this land may see more clearly the 
sister whom they have lost, who in what 
she was herself was so much more 
than in what she in mortal weak- 
ness was able to do—at once an example 
and glory to American womanhood. It 
must ever remain a grief to those who 
knew her and loved her best that such a 
soul as hers should have missed its highe:t 
earthly reward; but, if she can still live on 
as an incentive and a friend to those who 
rem:in, she at least is comforted now for 
all she suffered and all she missed here. 

Ifa public career comes to a womanly 
woman, the secret almost alwavs lies in 
the story of her heart. Alice Cary was 
born a singer, Whittier's words ofher are 
tenderly true: 

“ Foredoomed to song sie seemed to me; 

I queried not with destiny: 

1 knew the trial and the need, 

Yet all the more I said, God speed!” 
Tlad she been a happy wife and mother, 
her song would not have been less, but 
gladder. But it was not the ‘faculty 
divine,” it was the inexorable facts of fate 
that made her a writer by profession. lad 
she married the man whom she loved, she 
would never have come to New York at all, 
to coin the rare gifts of her brain and soul 
into money for shelter and bread. Phoebe 
Cary, in her touching sketch of ber sister, 
Alice, written last spring, says of her: “If 
in her mortal life she ever felt any deeper 
or holier affection than that for her kin- 
dred, except in dreams of pocsy, she rolled 
the stone over the mouth of its dead sep- 
ulcher, and sealed it with everlasting 
silence. Among the things hallowed by 
her use there was net left a single relic 
which could reveal such asecret. Andgo, 
knowing there was one chamber in her 
heart kept by her always as a safe and 
sacred sanctuary, mine is surely not the 
hand to lift from it now the solema and 
eternal curtain of the past.” 

Yet, no less because of these words, sac- 
rilegious hands have rudely attempted to 
liftit. The sanctuary of that pure heart 
is ruthlessly invaded even in the grave. A 
story under the title of the “ Unknown 
Love of Alice Cary,” in the newspapers, is 
still traveling through the length of the 
land. It asserts that in her youth she was 
affianced to Rufus W. Griswold; that he 
was false to her—forsaking her for a wo- 
man of the world; that, long after, when 
he returned to New York, friendless, poor, 
and sick, she forgave him the great 
wreng that he had done, and nursed him 
till he died. This story, in many conflict- 
ing phases, was often, to her great annoy- 
ance, told of her during herlife. The fact 
that Rufus W. Griswold did in his last will 
bequeath to her his personal effects was 
made much of in printed and private 
circles, and used as an unanswerable proof 
that at one time he had been her lover. 
Within a week I have read in a letter to 
the New York Evening Post that the will 
proved the love and relationship between 
the tw persons beyond a doubt, Yet no 
less, in its foundation, the story is faise. 
Referring to it once, while we two sat 
alone togetber, Alice said tome: “I will 
tell you just the truth. Ifyou ever think 
it necessary, vou can tell it.” I believe it 
to be but Justice to her sacrel life, with 
which idle gossip is yet too busy, to tell it 
now. 

Bereavement in death and in life had 
made her Western home too desolate to be 
borne. These, with the impulse of the 
brave will that served her to the last, 
brought her toNew York to mike not 
the life that she would have chosen for 
hersclf, yet a life worthy to be lived. 
“Tgnorance stood me in the stead of 
courage,” she said. “Had I known the 
great world asI have learned it since, I 
should not have dared ; but I didn’t. Thus 
Icame.” The leading itterateur at that 
time was Dr. Rufus W. Griswold. He had 
compile2 the books called ‘‘ The Female 
Prose Writers” and “The Female 
Poets of America.” He was sharply on 
the lookout for every new genius in liter- 
ature that appeared. He had visited 


_|the sisters in their Ohio home, and 


in 1850 obtained a publisher for their 
first volume, and had added both their 
names with selections from their poeme 
to his own “Poets of America.” He 
knew everything necessary to their suc- 
cess in the sphcre of labor which they 
had chosen, while they practically knew 
next to nothing. He encouraged and 
helped them in many ways, aod thus 
commanded their gratitude. 

For Alice to incur a debt of gratitude 
was to pay it, if at the cost of her life. 
Yet even the good will of one type of man 
to a woman is oftena misfortune. Her 
sonl may be white as snow ; yet he cannot 
take her innocent name upon his lips 
without smirching it with somewhat of 
his own vileness. His vanity has been 
flattered by idle women, till conQuEsT has 
become not only the habit, but the necessi- 
ty, of his morbid and miserable soul ; till, 
where he knows he has not won it, he yet 
is base enough to boast of it. Such a man 
(judging by every record left of him) was 
Rufus W. Griswold He was a man of 
poetic temperament, of fine scholarship, 
of generous impulses, and in certain 
directions of rare gifts ; yet no less he was 
a man of fickle fancies, of violent temper 
which often fell upon his dearest friends, 
of monstrous vanity, and of ungoverned 
passions. “I was never engaged to him 
in marriage. I never loved him,” said 
Alice Cary to me. “I could not have 
loved such a man, though I learned him 
in his best phases. I came to pity him, 
because he was his own worst enemy. As 
a friend 1 owed him much, and before 
his death I found it in my power to pay 
back in part my large debt of gratitude, 
When he returned to New York, poor 
and sick, with certain death before him, I, 
with Miss ——, hired a room and nurse 
for him. From that they have made the 
romantie story of my nursing him for un- 
requited love. It was old Betsey who 


out, for his sickness was long and very 
painful. Many unkind, even eruel things 
have been said because he willed to me 
his personal effects. Besides the books 
and pictures which he bequeathed to the 
Ilistorical Society, these were all that he 
possessed; and he left them to me, not 
more out of personal regard than from a 
desire to repay as far as he was able the 
money which I had expended for his com- 
fort during his last long sickness.” 

In the profoundest sense Alice Cary 
never loved but once. The man whom 
she loved is still alive; yet gossip, with its 
keenest scent, has never foundor named 
him. With all ker fullness of affection, 
hers was an eclectic and solitary soul. Te 
who by the very patent of his being was 
more to her than any other mortal could be 
might pass from her life, but no other 
could ever take his place. A proud and 
prosperous family brought all their pride 





and power to bear on aon to prevent his 
marrying a girl uneducated, rustic, and 
poor. ‘I waited for one who never came 
back,” she said. “Yet I believed he 
would come till I read in a paper his mar- 
riage toanother. QO:n you think what life 
would te—loving one, waiting for one 
who would nezer come!” 

He did come at last. I sawhim. His 
wife had died. Alice was dying. The 
gray-haired man sat down beside the 
gray-haired woman. Life had dealt pros- 
perously with him, as is its wont with 
men, Suffering and death had taken all 
from her save the luster of her wondrous 
eyes. From her wan and wasted face 
they shone upon him fall of tenderness 
and youth. Thus they met with life behind 
them—they who parted plighted lovers 
when life was young. He was the ran 
whom she forgave for her blighted and 
weary life, with a smile of parting as 
divine as ever lit the face of woman.

THE BURNED CITY.

As every item of intelligence concerning 
the conflagration in Chicago is now 
sought for with interest, perhaps the ob 
servations of a former resident, made the 
day after the fire, while searching for a 
member of bis family, will not be un- 
welcome to your readers. 

Nothing since the days of “Bull Run” 
and the assassination of Lincoln bas equaled 
the consternation which the telegrams of 
Monday and Tuesday last from Chicago 
created throughout the great region of 
which it is the metropolis. While strong 
hopes that the accounts were exaggerated 
diminished the horror which they 
awakened, the possibility that they were 
correct stimulated to the most active ex- 
ertions. On Monday afternoon, while the 
fire was still raging, every town and vil- 
lage along the lines of the railroads was 
aroused by dispatches calling for food and 
clothing. By Monday evening the smallest 
of these railroad stations had a car loaded 
to repletion with cooked food, bedding, 
and warm clothing, ready for the “ con- 
tribution train,” as it passed during the 
night. @n Tuesday morning Chicagohad 
the means of comfortably feeding and cov- 
ering the vast army of fugitives who had 
been driven out upon the open prairies by 
the ficrce fire. But the horrors and suffer- 
ings of that Monday night on the part 
even of those who escaped the flames—its 
famine and thirst and exposure to storm 
and cold; its anguish over the past, its ap- 
prehension for the future; its experience 
in some cases of robbery and violence ; its 
separation from friends and relatives; its 
fears that deir ones may have died e death: 
of agony; all stimulated to a frenzy of 
terror by the ocean of flame which still 
roMed its red waves up to their feet— 
all this can only be feebly realized 
even by those who saw and felt it, and it 
will never be written or even imagined by 
others. It must be remembered that the 
progress of the fire, even in the more solid 
portions of the city, was such as to require 
avery rapid walk on the pirt of the re- 
treating families to keep in advance of it; 
while in many loc.lities, I am assured, 
men were compelled to run at avery con- 
siderable speed to escape it. It was a 
prairie fire in rapidity, while it was like a 
stream of lava pouring from a crater in 
intensity and violence. The wind was 
blowing @ hurricane from the southwest; 
and with the progress of the fire, its force, of 
course, increased, till, as I am informed by 
many intelligent observers, it became a tor- 
nado, blowing dust, smoke, burning brands, 
and even heavy timbers and planks, drip- 
ping with fire, incredible distances. Some 
stated that the force of the wind was such 
that they could only with the greatest 
difficulty maintain their footing. I saw 
great trees with branches bent backward 
almost parallel with their natural position, 
and so crisped with the heat as to retain 
the place where the wind had held them. 
It was like a forest petrified instantly, 
bent and crouching as it was at the hight 
of a furious gale. The streets were swept 
of every particle of dust when the fire 
ceased. Every moveable thing had been 
blown away or burnt up. This force of 
the wind scems to furnish the only 
rational solution of the extraordinary 
phenomena of this fire — its. velocity 
and terrible’ ficrceness. That a vast 
space covered with solid buildings, 
many of them supposed to be fire-proof, 
should have melted like wax, block after 
block dropping into the flames as soon as 
they were touched by the fire, cannot be 
fully accounted for by the fact that in the 
spot where the fire originated, and all 
through the outskirts of the business por- 
tions of the city, there is a vast collection 
of wooden buildings. These furnished 
the burning brands which fired the city; 
but it required the force of a hurricane to 
carry them, and to kindle from them 
every inflammable spot. But, as it was, 
the wind acted the part of the pent-up 
gascs of a volcano, It sent up an erup- 
tion of burning material into the air, and 
and then projected it with immense force, 
all glowing as it went, and pinned it 
to the windward side of every ex- 
posed building. If a stone building 
had «a wooden cupola, like the 
Court House, or a wooden cornice or 
window frame, or especially a shingled 
roof, burning brands would be fastened to 
them, and held glowing as at the mouth of 
a gigantic bellows, till the fire had pene- 
trated the spot; when by the same agency 
it would be nourished and spread over the 
whole structure. A few seconds, as it 
often seemed, would be sufficient to wrap 
an immense stone edifice in fierce flames. 
In some cases there was absolutely no 
wood in a building. But even this did 
not avail; for the surrounding heat was 
such that the iron work expanded, and the 
limestone was burnt as ina lime-kiln, and 
the whole building, often while seeming to 
be comparatively safe, would suddenly 
crumble inruins. The experience of this 











nursed him. You know how big and 


fire bas thus far seemed to lead to the con- 


ing is one of the most dangerous of struc- 
tures, if surrounded by inflammable mate- 
rial. The First National Bank, construct- 
ed with extreme care by Mr. Burling, is 
the only one which has passed the ordeal 
of this fire. There was, however, one 
very remarkable fact. The house of E. W. 
McCagg, Esq., on the North Side, stands 
in the middle of a garden, which occupies 
an entire square. Its isolation, of course, 
could not save it in such a volcano. I 
was, however, surprised to see an exten- 
sive greenhouse standing on the windward 
side, entirely uninjured, not a pane of glass 
being broken ; and was still more surprised 
to see that the larger portion of the plants 
Were as green as ever. The explanation 
may be this; and, if itis, it may give a hint 
concerning the true method of construct- 
ing fire-proof buildizgs. The greenhouse 
had a double covering of glass, leaving an 
air space of perhaps five inches between

the sashes. The gardener tells me that 
the outside gliss became so hot that he 
did not dare to sprinkle it; but that he 
kept the inside glass constantly wet. This 
cooled the air space, and that in turn 
cooled the outside sash. When tie house 
took fire, he was obliged to divide his at- 
tention somewhat, so that a portion of the 
greenhouse became heated so much as to 
shrivel a part of the plants. But the air 
space, even then, prevented serious dam- 
age. May not this incident give the suzees- 
tion thata fire-proof building should, like 
an ice-house ora safe, have a dead air space 
between the outer and inner walls, and 
also that a little water, uscd in cooling 
that air space, may be a greater protection 
than the streams of a dozen sieamers on 
the outside? I must mention another curi- 
ous fact connected with the agency of the 
wind in this fire. The only house in the 
path of the fire which stands absolutely 
aninjured is the house of Mahlon Ogden, 
Esq., on the North Side. This is built 
wholly of wood. Yet the house and the 
barn, and even the fences, stand uninjured ; 
while substantial stone structurcs all about 
itcrumbled at the first touch of the fire. 
It is isolated, but not so much as the brick 
house of Mr. McCagz, just mentioned. 
Great efforts also were made to extinguish 
the fire which fell upon it. Yet, 
had the wind struck it as it did 
other buildings, no effort or skill could 
have saved it. There must, I think, have 
been a favoring eddy just at that point, 
which turned back the fierceness of the 
fire-storm. 

There was, however, a strange mystery 
about this lone house standing in tl:e mi:ist 
of the vast expanse of desolation all about 
it. The mythology of the ancients would 
readily have furnished a protecting deity, 
enveloping the structure with a potent 
presence, which even the fire-god dared not 
invade; while the theism of the devout 
Hebrew would be likely to remind him of 
the words of the ninety-first Psalm: “ He 
shall cover thee with his feathers, and 
under his wings shalt thou trust. A 
thousand shall fall at thy side, and ten 
thousand by thy right band; but it shall 
not come nigh thee.” The philosophy 
of our Saviour in the case of the{eighteen 
killed at the tower in Siloam, while it 
does not conceal the moral significance 
which natural events may assume, has 
taught us to look to natural law for the 
proximate causes of events which once 
would have been pronounced wholly 
supernatural. The people of Chicago and 
the West, doubtless, needed this terrible 
lesson ; and it is to be hoped that they will 
be made by it more sober and frugal in 
this world’s things and more ready to lay 
up treasures on high. But “that they 
were sinners above all the Galileans be- 
cause they suffered such things” is a pre- 
sumptuous supposition, which both science 
and Christianity unite in forbidding. Yet 
no one can look out upon the scene of 
desolation now presented by the un- 
fortunate city, which has bcen our pride, 
and not believe that God has there uttered 
@ voice which man must hear and heed. 
Nothing, perhaps, in the history of the 
world—certainly nothing since the burning 
of Rome—can compare with the spectacle 
of utter and fearfal ruin which Chieago 
now presents, The spectator stands awe- 
struck as he looks out on what scens a 
boundless expanse of smoking ruins. Fer 
four miles anda half on the lake front, 
with a depth varying from one to two 
mile’, the eye rests upon Kothing but a 
masa of prostrate masonry, with no land- 
marks but an occasional wall, standing 
windowless and rent, as if stiN uttering 
a voiceless terror, with now and then 
as‘rong corner, erecting itself sharp and 
defiant from the smoking masses around. 
The church towers and turrets are many 
of them standing, and add a most mourn- 
ful and weird aspect to the scenc; as if 
they were dumb mourne:s, standing on 
guard over imperial remains, or wailing 
forth the prophet’s lament: ‘‘ How doth 
the city sit solitary that was full of people! 
How is sne become as a widow. She 
weepeth sore in the night. The ways of 
Zion do mourn. All her gates are deso- 
late, her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted. Herchildren are gone. All her 
beauty is departed.” There is no part 
of this calamity over which there 
is so much occasion to mourn as the 
destruction of property connected with 
the churches and the educational institu- 
tions, which are the hope of the West and 
of the world. On the South and West 
Sides many of the churches are standing, 
those at the north end of Wabash Avenue 
being the chief exceptions. But, as they 
were soon to be removed further from the 
business centcr, their loss is not so severely 
felt. But on the North Side, which was 
largely occupied with dwellings, not a 
church is left. The beautiful New En- 
gland church, where I ministered three 
years, one of the most perfect specimens 
of Gothic architecture in this coun- 
try, was caught in the arms of the 
fiery tempest, and in a moment, with 
not a hand lifted for its rescue, was 
borne away to destruction; leaving unin- 
jured only the Scotch granite columns at 
the entrance, and the Puritan relics from 
Scrooby Manor and Delft Haven, which, 
with characteristic firmness, refused to yield 
either to wind or flame. The buildings of 
the Chicago Theological Seminary, being 
on the West Side, were uninjured ; and Iam 
rejoicéd to add that only about two thou- 
sand dollars of its permanent funds were 
secured by property in the burnt district. 
The fire on the West Side, on Saturday 
night, spreading as it did over an area of 
twenty acres, proved the only de- 
fense of all this part of the city against 
the vastly more terrible conflagration of 
Sunday night. Had it not been for this 
first fire, there seems to be no doubt that 
the whole city of Chicago, except the ex- 
treme southern portion, would have becn 
blotted out of existence. As it is, twenty- 
six hundred acres of solid, compact, and, 
in the main, substantial buildings are 
covered with ruins. The great London 
fire, in 1666, extended over only a little 
more than four hundred acres, destroying 





in that space thirty thousand houses and 


that noth- 


atmosphere of heroism and love. The 
people of the United States should be 
proud of the citizens of Chicago. Itis of 
such stuff that great nations are made, 
and it is by such men and women that 
Christianity is to be carried triumphant 
througiout the earth. Be generous, men 
ofthis whole country, to Chicago in this 
hour of her necd; and she will consecrate 
herself in this baptism of fire to a higher 
heroism and a holier love through al! the 
eventful future.

Aaatn the Primitive Catholics have de- 
manded of the government their rights to 
the use of a church wherein to worship, 
and again it has been accorded; and last 
Sunday morning mass was celebrated in 
the little suburben church of Gasteig, 
across the Iser, by Prof. Friedric, and a 
sermon by Prof. Reinkens, to a crowded 
and attentiveaudience. It is asmall, plain 
Gothic church, with spire and vaulted ceil- 
ing, standing half hidden in the midst 
of trees and shrubbery, in beautiful public 
grounds which overlook the city, and is 
altogether a most romantic and henceforth 
historical spot.

tween Church and State in Bavaria. The 
future of the Catholic Refurm movement 
here depends largely upon the meeting of 
the Landag, where the Liberal and Ul- 
tramontane parties are almost equally 
balanced. Doellinger, besides bis high 
ecclesiastical offices, is senator, and occu- 
pies a seat in the House of Peers ; and will, 
therefore, be an immense weizht on the 
side of civil rizht, as well as chure’ re- 
form. Throughout Germany the move- 
ment gathers force every day. Protest- 
ants also have entered the arena with Re- 
formed Catholics, demanding of the gov- 
ernment the expulsion of Jesuits. Again 
and again this order has been suppressed 
or driven from almost every country in 
Europe by the civil authorities; but let us 
hope that when the Church takes it in 
hand there will be better success, 

The most important result of the Con- 
gress is that of having the unity estab- 
lished at once between the Primitive Cath- 
olics and the Church of Utrecht (Holland), 
which will place us under the jurisdiction 
of their bishops; and that is all we want. 
The Church of Utrecht numbers over 8,000 
souls, and has two bishops and one areh- 
bishop. Its orthodoxy cannot be ques- 
tioned by any sound theologian in the 
Roman Church; notwithstanding Rome 
has, since the middle of the seventeenth 
century, affected to consider it schismatic, 
because it would not accept the arbitrary 
measures and impositions of the Roman 
Court, but has never dared to pronounce it 
heretic. Benedict XIV and Clement XIV 
fully recognized the injustice practiced 
uponthis church, and did all in their 
power to effect a reconciliation ; butin vain. 
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ful hat, what agonies thou hast goné 
through to keep up and look ministerial [ 
And thou, neckcloth! of a yellowish 
brown, delicately fringed, and, as the col- 
lege boys said, “supposed to have been 
white.” These men are the laughing 
stock of the people, the butt of the ca: + 
less, and deserve to be plucked of thei 
bedraggled plumes. If they would, they 
might earn a decent living, and preach 
Christ by honest lives; but, as it is, they 
ure arrant humbugs, mere lazy idlers, wha - 
prefer the scanty reputation and second: 
hand honor of being clergymen to a 
decent, industrious livelihood. It is the 
children of such ministers who are ‘the 
biggest seamps in town.” 

The list of peripatetics is not complete 
without enumerating a large class of “‘evan- 
gclists,” “ revivalists,” etc., who go about 
with a patent machine for converting souls, 
They do convert them; but it is seldom to 
aright life and a sensible love for God, 
They force themselves upon the churches, 
and often a minister finds himself in a false 
position of either seeming to oppose a 
good work or of countenancing what he 
cannot approve On one occasion I found 
on my pulpit desk a notice to this effect: 
“ Rey. —— will be in town during the com- 
ing week. He will preach in the church 
this afternoon.” Yourself and all your peo- 
ple, especially the young, are urgently in- 
vited to be present. The whole thing wasa 
trick. The man was a renowned interloper, 
He had no knowledge whatever of the care 
and culture of souls. He did know how to 
turn his hurdygurdy and work on the 
nerves. What ought I todo? Give up my 
work to a stranger? Allow an experiment 
to be tried on the dear, darling children, 
that might and probably would end in 
hardening them? Ought our good sus 
perintendent of schools allow a traveling 
teacher to run his schools for a week? 





How marvelous the Providence that has 
preserved this faithful little church through 
two hundred years of obscurity and perse- 
cution, to meet the paramunt necessity ia 
this great movement! ; 

1 had the pleasure of conversing with 
the delegates sent by the archbishop, and 
find them priests of great learning and 
piety, and with a simplicity of faith that 
rejoices the Christian heart that is en- 
tangle@by the meshes of Romanism. One of 
these priests, from the Isle of Nordstratid, 
in Schleswig, went on Sunday before last 
to the church at Mering, where he knew 
there was a good pastor, who, with his 
whole flock, 1,600 souls, refuse to bow the 
knee to the Baal of the Vatican. He 
ventured to ask to be allowed to say his 
mass; and when it was known who he 
was and from whence he came—from that 
distant Northland and across nearly two 
centuries—the greeting was general and 
most touching. 

The next result in importance is the 
friendly attitude established between us 
and the Greek Church. The delegate— 
Dr. Ossinin, professor in theology in St. 
Petersburg—assured me that he is filled 
with hope of a speedy union with us. 
Equally important is the attitude of the 
Amcrican and English Episcopal churches, 
the former semi-officially represented 
through the Rev. William Chauncy Lang- 
don, of Florence, while Dean Stanley rep- 
resented the latter. As a form of the Prim- 
itive Apostolic Church, the American Epis- 





The interior of the church contains un- 
mistakable signs of the excessive devotion 
to the Virgin Mary peculiar to these latter 
days. A life-size statue of her, bedecked 
in tawdry tiasel, and representing a fash- 
onable young lady, rather than the Virgin 
Mother, occupies a conspicuous place and 
belongs to the new school of Ultramon- 
tane art, that considers the presence of 
the Infant Saviour tco suggestive of the 
vulgarities of maternity to please their 
esthetic tastes; and, therefore, he is 
omitted. There are any quantity of wax 
legs and arms, tin hearts, and placards 
hung about the church, which testify to 
the miracles performed. 

In Italy, the land of color and imagin- 
ation, one is not so shocked at the exccss 
of pigments and decorations; but in this 
land of calm-eyed and cool-brained Ger- 
mans the church decorations are often 
revolting. In the grand old cathedral 
here in Munich the beautiful statues so re- 
semble gaudy partoquets in color, with 
their bright grcen, blue, red, and yellow 
paint, that the religious sentiment is 
shocked, the devotional mind revolted. 
The Basilica, however, is a model of re- 
ligious architecture and decoration. We 
do not know that there is any relation be- 
tween this fact and another, that among 
the Benedictine monks, to which this 
beautiful church belongs, there are many 
anti-infallibilists. We can only testify to 
both facts. 

But to return to the little church of Gas- 
teig and to Sunday before last. Separated 
from the church bya few feet is a little 
chupel, wherein the Ultramontanes or New 
Catholics held their services at the same 
time as the Old Catholics; and, both church 
and chapel being very small, most of the 
two congregations were out upon the 
lawn, crowded in attentive worship, their 
faces turned in different directions toward 
the different altars, which they could not 
see. Yet these rival congregations wor- 
shiped together with the utmost respect 
and consideration for each other, which is 
proof of the remarkable spirit of forbear- 
ance that prevails here between these two 
factions in the Church. It is certainly 
hope-inspiring ; for where courtesy pre- 
vails charity is not far distant, and consid- 
eration for others is the first condition for 
unity. And, after all, we reflected, look- 
ing upon that scene, the altars may be 
different, and the opinions of priests and 
people unlike, but the Master, the Saviour, 
the Father is the same! What consola- 
tion in disunion! What hope for unity! 
We went early, and were inquiring the 
way at the door of the sacristy—which, 
by the way, serves for both church and 
chapel—at the moment when the sacristan 
was giving the order to light the candles on 
the altar for the altkatoliken (Old'Catholics); 
which was obeyed with an alacrity and 
good nature that showed satisfaction, in- 
stead of prejudice, on the part of this hum- 
ble church functionary, and which said 
plainly: “ While I please different men, I 
serve but one Master.” 

It is in this church that Prof. Friedric 
has performed the burial service of an ex- 
communicate and three marriage cere- 
monics, the particulars of which latter he 
has recounted tome. The parties to be 
married were, like himsclf, anti-infallibil- 
ists; and, like himself, excommunicated. 
His mode of proceeding is as energetic as 
simple. He enters the church with the par- 
ties concerned; and, to avoid hindrance or 
disturbance, locks the door and performs 
theceremony. The curate of this church, 
being an Ultramontane, considered the holy 
precinct desecrated after the first ceremo 
py, and hung up a black flag. 

As this church is entirely too small, the 
government will soon permit a larger one 
to be appropriated by the determined Re- 
formers.

PERIPATETICS.

THERE are yeripatetic beggars, peripa- 
tetic doctors, play-actors, and, sorry to 
say, ministers. We call the beggars vaga- 
bonds, the doctors quacks, and the minis- 
ters—nuisances. These last are generally 
handled with tenderness begotten of re- 
spect forthe profession. But, really, a 
more noxious and mischievous class of 
men Cannot be named. 

There are, first, the hypocrites, like the 
“wounded chaplain” et cetera Whitcomb. 
Why this fellow does not change his name 
occasionally is a wonder. ‘‘ The nephew 
of Dr. Todd,” “just returning from the 
sad office of burying his mother,” “ shot 
all to pieces in the service of his country,” 
‘robbed on the cars of the watch of his 
dear mother and all the money given him 
by his kind uncle,” the poor becrutched, 
devoted mourner, full of sighs and prayers, 
drops in on the pastors and ficeces the 
churches by the year. I am glad of having 
had the opportunity to detect his rascality, 
and hasten his departure from my fe mer 
ficld of work. But he is only an extreme 
case. Strolling about the country, ready 
to slip into a vacant pulpit, till discovered, 
there go numbers, with a tale of sins and 
crimes that reaches over half a dozen 
states—men once silenced; men who can 
mock Jchovah with most humble prayers, 
and dare the wrath of God, as they dare 
the indignation of man. 

But dovetailed with these is a class of 
peripatetics who are not exactly bypo- 
crites, but weak, fallen men, who know 
that they cannot but disgrace the pulpit, 
yet will take every opportunity to preach. 
Nota pleasant feature of this trouble is 
that most of these Bedouins bear about 
“recommends,” or commendatory notes, 
or, at least, letters of introduction from 
ministers of known good standing. It may 
be painful to refuse a request for a letter 
of this kind ; but it is committing a fraud 
to grant it. No man has aright to praise 
a blameworthy man, any more than to 
blame a praiseworthy man. Almost all 
of these peripatetics bear genuine letters 
from pastors of metropolitan churches, 
Let us suppose these letters were given in 
ignorance, or in charity and pity, or in

William M. Tweed, generally known as 
“ Boss Tweed,” is a native of New York 
and of Scotch descent. His father was a 
chairmaker by trade, and Tweed succeeded 
to the business; but, losing his capital by 
some catastrophe, he adopted politics as a 
profession. To do this he joined the vol- 
unteer Fire Department, and by his energy 
and force of character became foreman of 
engine company No 6, from whence comes 
his title of “ Big Six.” This was the first 
step in those times on the ladder of polit- 
ical advancement. Tweed next became a 
ward politician, and filled various offices, 
with constant increase of power and pelf, as 
well as of that intimate acquaintance with 
men and affairs necessary to a demagogue. 
Tweed is a man of vast executive talent 
and dispatch, as is shown by the innumer- 
able offices which he fills, not only in the 
city government, but also in private cor- 
porations. He is interested in almost 
every large public or private enterprise in 
the city—as the East River Bridge, the 
Viaduct Railway, Broadway Improvement, 
and like jobs—while being also referee in 
numerous law cases, and sharer in fat 
contracts of all kinds. 

His personal looks are known to every 
one, through Nast’s portraiture. Le is tall 
and fat, with a frame indicative of vast 
force and endurance. He dresses plainly, 
is affable in his manners, and can be very 
pleasant when he chooses.

Tuts great calamity with which we have 
sat face to face now for ten days is so great 
that a much smaller disaster would seem 
just as large. When one is at sea, the Pa- 
cific Ocean looks no larger than the Gulf 
of Mexico. Only as we go round the great 
disaster, getting new glimpses of the many- 
sided loss and distress ; only as each new 
day brings to mind some of its sad effects, 
which had not been thought of before, do 
we begin to get a sense of the ruin that has 
been wrought. It is not the square miles 
of buildings burned so much as the homes 
broken up, the families scattered, the plans 
wrecked, the mementoes and treasures 
lost that cannot be replaced, the ageing 
work of years crowded into days. 

But, while the scale goes down on one 
side, it goes up on the other. The first 
feeling was that all was gone. People 
made up their minds to the worst. Now 
what is saved seems like “clear gain.” 
And, asan army all ‘‘ cut to pieces” comes 
fnto rendezvous with considerable strength 
left, so more will be saved than the most 
sanguine first counted on. Over half the 
insurance will probably be recovered.

THE TAMMANY RING. 


BY CHAS. F. WINGATE. 





“ The dearest ring in Venice will I give you, 
Aud find it out by proclamation.” 
—Merchant of Venice. 

Tue history of the Tammany Ring is 
the history of a small faction which has 
risen through opportune circumstances 
and ability of a certain order to the con- 
{rol of the first city in the Union. A brief 
sketch of its origin, members, and the 
means by which it has accomplished its 
ends may be useful in the present crisis in 
New York. 

The Ring takes its name from the Tam- 


many Society—a political club, which 
when founded, in 1789, was of a highly 
respectable character, but has since de- 
generated from a center of national 
politics to an instrument of personal am- 
During the 
days of Fernando Wood the Tammany 
Society became the controlling power in

that the leaders of the Ring acquired 
much of their power. 


The actual members of the Tammavy 


Ring are Sweeny, Tweed, Hall, and Con- 
nolly ; though others have aided them in 
getting and sharing the spoils. The rec- 
ord of these four men is black, indeed, 
and it supplies a curious chapter of biog- 
raphy. : 

Peter B. Sweeny is of the humblest 
origin. Of Irish parentage, he is remem- 


Tle lives in a magnificent house on Fifth 
Avenue, whose stables alone are furnished 
in a manner to excite wonder. Besides 
this, he has a summer residence at Green- 
wich, Connecticut, fitted up with equal 
splendor, with a fine law library, and a 
number of paintings by American artists ; 
for this patriotic millionaire scorns to pat- 
ronize other than native talent. He is 
generous to his friends, but implacable to 
his enemies. A good husband and father, 
he is yet celebrated for his licentiousness ; 
and, while robbing the public treasury of 
milliona, he is lavish in his charities, dis- 
tributing $50,000 at one time to the poor 
of the city, when an election was pending. 
His whole nature is gross—of the earth 
earthy; and he shows no signs of the 
higher qualities of the mind or heart. 
Richard Connolly, familiarly known as 
“ Slippery Dick,” is notable for no special 
talent or individuality ; but has simply 
been a ready tool in the hands of his more 
astute associates. He is a man of low 
origin, and essentially a parrenu. As 
Controller he has grown wealthy, as the 
real estate records of the city show. 
Without any personal pluck, and trem 
bling at tae attacks of the press, he is in- 
capable of independent action, and relies 
now on the Committee of Seventy, as he 
did before on the other members of the 
Ring. Since being deserted by his con- 
federates he has turned state’s evidence, 
and may thus balance his evil deeds by

Politics, 
however, proved more attractive than 
law; and a naturally secretive and retir- 
ing disposition disinclined him for practice 
ia the courts, while it fitted him especially 
for political wirepulling and scheming. 
Sweeny soon became interested in ward 
elections and like matters, and was made 
the general faciotum and assistant of his 
uncle, who was successively elected assist- 
ant alderman and state senator. In Al- 
bany he found himeelf in his true element, 
and soon took a leading position as a lob- 
byist. He carried a number of corrupt 
schemes through the legislature, including 
#as monopolies, railroad charters, om- 
nibus lines, and like matters, which 
Drought him in much wealth; and he be- 


wame known as one of the most expert of 


all the members of the third house at our 
state capital. 

In 1859 Mr. Sweeny was appointed dis- 
trict attorney of the City of New York; 
but, as is alleged, his dislike of appearing 
in public led him to go to Europe, as an 
excuse for not performing the dutics of the 
office. The latter he afterward resigned, 
and returned to the more congenial occu- 
pation of political manager. He was in- 
volved in all the elections from his district, 
and had contests with Justice Ledwith, 
Congressman James Brooks, Chas. G. 
Halpine — well known as ‘' Miles O’- 

Xeilly "—and Thomas Murphy, the pres- 

ent collector of New York, for the control 
of certain offices, in which he sometimes 
failed, though his political power con- 
Biantly increased. In 1867 Sweeny was 
made city chamberlain by Mayor Hoff- 
inn, with a salary of $10,000, while as 
city treasurer he received a like amount for 
Going precisely the same duties, owing 
to the peculiar character of the law 
which prescribes the nature of the 
t:vo offices. But, not content with this 
cmolument, the tax levy of 1868 was 
& tered so as to ytve him a percentage on 
aii the money passiug through his hands, 
amounting to the modest sum of $41,522 
per annum, or a total income of sixty odd 
thousand dollars, Is it strange that, with 
puch pay as this, with other money from 
law receiverships, pavement jobs, and 
Swindles, that Mr. Sweeny is a rich man 
and can live in opulence ? 

Space will not permit further details of 
Sweeny’s other operations in Albany and 
the City, nor his connection with Fisk, 
which led to his appointment as a director 
of the Erie Railroad. It is enough to say 
that he now fills the position of political 
dictator in the metropolis, wielding an ab- 
solute authority over the Democratic party, 
pocketing the lion’s share of all city jobs, 
and planning new schemes for plundering 
the city and state treasury. 

Personally Mr. Sweeny is a man of con- 
siderable culture, with taste for general 
literature. He isa fairlawyer, and knows 
the statutes of the State and County of 
New York thoroughly, having manipulated 
niost of those which have been passed in 
fate years. He is seldom seen in the 
Birects or public places; but docs his work 
in committec-rooms and. private offices. 

His appearance is forbidding, He is short 
®ud thick-set, with dark complexion, 
Coarse features, alow forehead, black mous. 
tache, and a morose expression. Ile is 
reticent and unsocial, except among in. 
Aimute friends. Few admire him person- 
ally, while he has many enemies and fs a 
gun of vindictive and unforgiving dispo- 
gion. His power is due wholly to his 
@biaiy, aud Will Inst just as long ay ke ip 


of the course at the Harward Law School. 
He then went to New Orleans, and became 
a newspaper reporter, but soon left that 
position, to enter the law office of the 
once famous Slidell, where he spent some 
time, but eventually came back to New 
York. And, after trying his band at 
authorship, he founded the law firm oi 
Brown, Hall & Vanderpool, of which he 
is still a member. He did not practice 
law, however ; but left that to his partners, 
while he joined Sweeny as an Albany 
lobbyist. Through his exertions in cre- 
ating the various commissions to whom 
most of our local government is delegated 
Hall secured a large amount of law busi- 
ness for bis partners, and has thus beco;ne 
prosperous; though nothing Ike the riches 
which Tweed, Sweeny, and Connolly 
have got has fallen to his share. Origin- 
ally he was a Republican and a violent 
Know-Nothing; but the prospect of ad- 
vancement led him to betray his party, 
and he went over to Tammany, who re- 
warded his perfidy by making him district 
attorney. While in this position he earned 
an unenviable notoriety by forcing per- 
sons charged with crimes to perform 
political service to Tammany. Thousands 
of sentences were suspended, and the per- 
sons subject to them allowed to go free, on 
this condition; and as a result the Ring 
have been able to compel unwilling per- 
sons to do their will. At this time [Tall 
lent himself so completely to the dirty 
work of his party as to earn the title from 
the World, in one of its moments of honest 
statement, of a “shameless corruptionist 
of the Ring,” which suins up his character 
in a sentence. 

He has personally the manners of a 

gentleman; and, excepting on St. Pat- 
rick’s day, when he wears a green suit, his 
appearance is respectable. He is a good 
ex tempore speaker, and writes clearly and 
forcibly; though usually his literary tal- 
ents are turned to base uses, and to mak- 
ing the worse appear the better reason. 
Ilis reputation as a lawyer is good. He is 
president of the Lotus Club, and likes to 
associate with the journalists and actors 
among its members. His ambition is for 
social standing, and to be at the head ofa 
great newspaper; and his powers have 
been turned to accomplish this end, rather 
than to obtain wealth. There is nothing 
great or admirable about hizn, and he is 
simply a successful trickster. 
The means by which the Ring has ac- 
complished its ends have been patronage, 
combination, and political ability. Their 
control of the city government has given 
them all the municipal appointments, and 
thus added an army of officeholders to 
their adherents. Then by combination 
they have been able to resist and over- 
come opposition, whether from rivals, the 
press, or the public generally. Entrenched 
in the City Hall and other public offices: 
backed by their underlings at the polls, 
and protected by corrupt judges from any 
risk of puvishment, they have carried on 
their frauds with an amazing effrontery 
and recklessness. They must be given 
the merit of having undoubted ability as 
plotters, wirepullers, and thieves. Add 
to this the apathy and neglect of the com. 
munity at large, and it is easy to account 
for the success of the Ring. Whether 
their reign is over, and the day of atone- 
ment reached, will soon be shown; but, if 
the reform party in New York succeed in 
overthrowing the four men we have 
sketched, and making then disgorge 
their ill-gotten gains, they will effect a re- 
sult which will be memorable for all time

Nothing is 
to be seen but broken crockery, crinkled 
gas-pipe, and here and there sentinel 
chimneys, or piles of crumbled brick that 
tell where chimneys stood. The warped 
track of a street railway runs for three 
miles throuzh uninhabited desolation. 
The pastor of the New England Church 
finds that every family on his visiting list 
has been burned out, save one that lived 
on the West Side, and were pensioners on 
the church's poor-fund. 

Here on the North Side it was that the 
flames held maddest carnival on that 
memorable Monday morning. The wind 
blew a gale, and everything was dry as 
tinder. Battalions of flaming brands 
swept through the air, kindling fires halfa 
mile away from their starting-point. Long 
tongues of crackling flame reached over 
whole blocks, firing buildings beyond, and 
then, turning back upon themselves, licked 
up all between. A row of turrets on a 
church were seen all kindled and burning 
like candles before the body of the build- 
ing took fire. Multitudes of people, before 
they dreamed that they were in danger, 
suddenly found the avenues of retreat 
northward cut off, and were compelled to 
plunge into the lake, and endure the stifling 
smoke and heat as best they could until 
rescued by vessels outside. A friend of 
mine started from the Sherman House, 
while yet the fire was far to the south, 
to take a lady and her two children to a 
refuge on Illinois street, perhaps a mile 
away. They were in a buggy, and 
made the best time they could in the 
crowded streets; but the fire overtook 
and outran them, and they reached their 
destination only to find the house 
they sought in flames. A gentleman, 
whose word I can fully trust, tells me 
that he saw a man driving along the 
street in a carriage caught by the fire and 
roasted alive, with his horse. A lady lay 
in her house, dying. She breathed her 
last just as the flames crossed the river ; 
and her watching family barely had time 
to wrap her in a blanket and lay her ina 
shallow grave, dug in the dooryard, and 
escape with their lives. A wealthy man 
had died the day before, and his family in 
vain offered the only expressmau they 
could find in reach several hundred dol- 
lars to remove his corpse; and were 
obliged to leave it behind, to be consumed 
with their home treasures. Almost comic 
in its tragic character was the case of a 
poor German family, in which an old lady 
lay at the point of death. Knowing that 
they could not hope to escape themselves 
and carry her, they held hurried consulta- 
tion ; and, to save her from the horrors of 
death by fire, decided to and did tumble 
her into the river, to find a quick and 
easier release by drowning!

square, was the only house left standing 
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in this torrent of fire. To run the gaunt- 
let of the burning streets was simply im- 
possible. The massive stones that form 
the coping of the entrance wall to the 
Washington-street tunnel—though they 
were from twenty to forty feet distant 
from anything that was combustible—were 
cracked into ten thousand fragments, and 
tell an unmistakable story of the consum- 
ing intensity of the heat with which the 
air itself was laden. 

But the horrible nightmare is past. 
Hope and cheer have come in, to take 
the place of the dreadful despondency 
and anxiety of the first few days. That 
week seems like an age. Men as well as 
women were nervous and fearful. With 
no water to put out further fires; with 
everything dry to the highest pvint of in- 
flammability ; with the city full of thieves 
and incendiaries—even the little children 
shared the pitiful anxiety, which could not 
be hidden from them. When the grateful 
drops of the first dash of rain pattered on 
the dry roofs, just after midnight, Wednes- 
day morning, my little four-year-old, who 
had been tossing restlessly for hours, called 
out: “Papa, itrains! There won't any 
more houses burn up now!” and almost in- 
stantly sank into the soundest sleep. 

The relief work, which it was altogether 
impossible so to organize in a day that 
there should not be much waste and im- 
position, has been entirely entrusted to 
that old and efficient organization, the 
Chicago Reliefand Aid Society, assisted 










other land. These bronzes, many of them 
very ancient, are principally vases, incense- 
burners, and candlesticks, designed for the 
temples of Japanese gods. Some of the 
most precious are inlaid with silver, and 
of all the decorations are symbolic. The 
stork, the turtle, and the lotus are the 
images that occur most frequently; and 
sometimes these sacred forms are com- 
bined—as in a candlestick, where a turtle 
is the base, supporting a stork, who uplifts 
a lotus branch, in whose bud is the socket 
for the candle. 

Much prized, too, are the Japanese 
enamels upon copper—a sort of “Cloisonné 
Enamel”; not so brightly tinted as the 
Chinese, but far more beautiful in form and 
in delicate and elaborate execution. The 
shapes are made of copper, with strips of 
gold soldered to them in various patterns, 
to give outlines; and the spaces are filled 
with colored clay, burned into porcelain 
brilliancy, and then smoothly polished. 
Some of these enameled vases and platters, 
designed in accordance with the best prin- 
ciples of art and somberly touched by the 
blending finger of Time, are inestimably 
valued by connoisseurs. 

As for the porcelains, the gold stone, 
and lacquer works; the many objecis 
made of ivory and sandal-wood and bam- 
boo; the silken fabrics; the lanterns and 
kites and curiously-braided toys; the 
charms and parasols, and the fans, of 
which five hundred thousand were sold 
here last summer—these are all too fa-

Tue Japanese have becn called the 
French of Asia, not for their political pro- 
clivitizs or scientific insights ; but for their 
graceful tact in the ceremonies of every- 
day life, and the charm with which they 
invest the most trifling objects, by dainti- 
ness of handiwork and delicacy of art. 
Those little fire-flowers that, lighted at 
twilight, unfold their bright petals and 
drop their shining buds of harmless flame, 
as after-dinner toys, are the playful off- 


grand bronze, fifty feet high and nincty- 


and rapt in blest repose—is described by 
Professor Pumpelly, who visited its sacred 
grove, as ‘‘a successful rendering of a 
profound religious abstraction.” 

Between these contrasting limits what 
a wide range of art! All the intermediate 
sentiments, frout playfulness to adoration, 
are expressed in numberless fanciful 


childlike earnestness, and a chromatic 
grace that charms the heartand fascinates 
the eye. We hardly think our homes 
compleie without some keepsake of the 
“Sunny Land,” even if it be nothing more 
than a little toilet casket improvised from 
the lacquer drinking-cup of a Japanese 
peasant; or one of those symmetrical 
boxes used by letter-carriers of the East, 
surfaced with mosaic of brightly dyed 
straw, to hold our billets doux.

ese artists have succeeded in giving value 
to the veriest trifles of their now far-sought 
merchandise. 

The lily leaf and pod, the creeping 
turtle, and the soaring stork, penciled with 
gilt upon the simplest lacquer tray, are as 
suggestively characteristic of the living 
images they translate as the historic 
characters in their priceless albums; the 
imperial chysanthemums and the rose- 
colored carnations set in relief upon the 
transparent ground of their finest antique 
porcelains ; or the forms of butterfly and 
bird, said to be ‘‘cast from life,” that 
cling to their vases of inimitable bronze. 

Their love for the grotesque displays 
itself in countless books of caricatures, 
and in the ivory images that are append- 
ages to their beloved pipes. These prints 
and curious carvings are as quick as 
Z&sop's Fables to point a moral upon such 
traits of human failing as are akin to the 
‘*Dog in the Manger,” “Sonr Grapes,” 
‘““The Fox and the Crow,” er “ Killing 
the Goose that lays Golden Eggs.” 

Particularly are they fond of expressine 
the evils of overeating. Indeed, to give 
humane warning of the dangers of that 
course, or of ‘ those courses,’ appears to be 
the main motive of manufacture in a large 
class of toys; and Kriloff, the Russian 
fabulist, finds in far-off Japan, the most 
perfect appreciation of that victimizing 
politeness which he has described in his 
vivid fable, ‘“ Damian’s Fish Soup.” 

“Neighbor, Light of my Eyes! 
a litile more.” 

“Dear Neighbor, I am full to the 
throat.” 

“No matter; just a little plateful. Be- 
lieve me, the soup is cooked gloriously.” 

“ But I’ve had three platefuls already.” 

“Well, what does that matter? If you 
like it, and it does you good, why not cat 
itallup?

threshold. 
So graphic and humorously expressive

But the most perfect specimens of 
painting are kept in Japan carefully con- 
cealed from vulgar eyes, or are held by ex- 
travagant price from the reach of foreign- 
ers. Among these are an “Album of 
Birds,” exquisite beyond description ; and 
a series of manuscripts, brilliantly illumin- 
ated on backgrounds of powdered gold, 
executed «*----* cight centuries ago, for the 
ladies 01 -- “al Household, as a rec- 
ord of love, intigue, and war.

Won- 
derful not so much for being principally 
the needlework of men, who in this de- 
partment du actually trespass upon ‘‘ wo- 
man’s rights,” with a dexterity that must 
be highly tantalizing to the feminine in- 
stincts of ‘‘ needle and thread”; but for the 
beautiful patterns, springing as from liv- 
ing centers in endless profusion, and the 
lovely colors, perfectly balanced in ligh’ 
and shade and in complementary tints, 
all of the richest fabrics, edged with gold, 
and tasseled and fringed superbly. 

These exquisite objects make the lead 
ing salesroom of Japanese goods a sort oi 
muscum for the attraction of curious eyes;

ready influenced very perceptibly the de- 
signs of our decorative artists and tinged 
with Orientalism the fashionable taste 0:

What a little while ago was but a clus- 
ter of novel curiosities, attracting a few 
amateurs, is now a widely-sought nucleus 
of foreign trade. In New York the prin- 
cipal importer of Japanese ornaments has 
not only several large warehouses con- 
stantly filled, but always three or four 
hundred tons of goods either just arrived 
or on the voyage. To keep pace with this 
growing trade, there should be an appre-

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Wuen the Commune leaders held an abso- 
lute sway over the unfortunate city of Paris, 
the newspapers unanimously reported that 
Auber, the nonagenarian opera com>oser, 
was living in London; and they were also busy 
in printing some of the numerous 02 mots he 
had uttered in the musical circles of the 
English capital. But now the truth is leax- 
ing out. The composer ofthe * Fra Diavolo”’ 
was so much identified with Paris that the 
Prussian invasion could not induce him to 
leave this city at any time. The days of the 
Commune sti] found him in Paris, in bis lone- 
some hotel, Rue St. Georges; and there he 
breathed his last, a few days before the cap- 
ture of Paris by the Versaillists. People in- 
timately connected with him used to say that 
tediousness and inactivity, not his old age or 
the horrors of the war, killed him. Still, the 
Prussian War was certainly instrumental in 
condemning Lim to a sort of inactivity. Mu- 
sical performances had almost ceased, and 
Auber, who had been in the habit of reveling 
uninterruptedly in a stream of harmonies, 
songs, and orchestras, was lulled into his 
eternal sleep when these harmonious waves 
did not strike his ears any ionger. Competi- 
tors many years younger than he was had 
died before him, and he had followed them to 
their graves: Meyerbeer, Halévy, Rossini, 
Berlioz. He was perhaps the only serviving 
man who had visited the spiritual, aristo- 
cratic circles of Madame R«camier and other 
heauties of the Restoration period. The nar- 
ticular turn of mind which had been so hizh- 
ly developed in the saloons furnished the rea! 
cause of the admiration which the Parisians 
always bestowed on him. They termed him 
the ‘‘ Esprit turned into musie,’’ the **Caus- 
erie put into opera partition.” The essence 
of his life philosophy was, as is sufficiently 
known, 2 cheerful, inoffensive railery, a tol- 
erant mode of slighting his fellow-men. 
Deeper-going passions, patriotic feelings, and 
the like, were ntterly excluded from his artis- 
tically-shaped dispositions, which indulged 
simply in a few egotistical habits or half- 
earnest, half-frivolous occupations. He was 
horrified at the thought of departing this 
life, and often expressed his enthusiastic 
wishes that he would not die before he had 
reached his hundredth year. The indiffer- 
ence he shewed for politics could also be ob- 
served in such moments, when the higaest 
interests of his art life were at stake. Rarely 
he witnessed in person the first representa- 
tions of his own Operas; instead of doing 
this, be generally went to bed earlier on such 
days than usually. When his friends went to 
apprise bim of his first hard-earned theatrical 
success, they found him sitting at his chimney 
throwing matches into the fire.

made “that the end to be aimed at in the 
Sunday-school is influence.”? It is insisted 
‘that the church has thus far relied for her 
instruction mainly on the pulpit and the 
press, and certainly has not relicd on these 
in vain.’’ It is claime¢, moreover, that “there 
isaserious danger, which is not imaginary, 
but very real and very present, that by this 
device of schools with many teachers the 
church will come to know not more, but 
less." These views of the Sunday-school 
and its tendency are by no means new. They 
are views which Sunday-school workers have 
had to battle from the origin of that institu- 
tion to the present day. They are not likely 
to be accented without qualification by 
friends of the Sunday-school now. But they 
are vigorously presented, and their presenta- 
tion is likely to éo good; for it is said truly 
in their preface that “there is hardly any- 
thing which our Sunday-schools so much 
“evd—there is nothing, except an Increase of 
devout earnestness and fidelity, which they 
30 much nced—as wise and honest criticism.” 
And there will be very general approval of 
the strong and earnest words with which 
S vibner’s * honest criticism’ concludes: 

* Whatever now is needed to make this in- 
fluence (of the teacher) more gr at and grod 
is welcome in our Sunday-schools. Let us 
have the best instruction possible; let us 
have the wisest methods, and the most at- 
tractive that do not in their attractiveness 
cease to be wise and good; the best books, 
and the blackboard, if we choose, and if we 
know what to do with it after we have it. 
But, whether we have any of these, or all of 
ihem, or none of them, let us have good 
nen and women, honest and earnest in their 
endeavor to exert upon the little ones com- 
mitled to their care a wise, efficient, Chris- 
iian influenee, living before them the lives 
which will make them better boys and better

Into these schools were brought 1,170 schol- 
ars, and 198 teachers were enlisted for their 
instruction. These missionaries are follow- 
ing so closely the pioneers in this newly 
opening empire that the young settlements 
are often provided with the Sunday-school 
before the schoolhouse is built, but not before 
the Bible and its civilizing influences are

The publica- 
tion of this extra double nuinber will enable 
the publishers to begin the next (sixth) vol- 
ume at tbe beginning of the year, instead of 
March, as heretofore. The address of Dr. 
ffunt on the geognosy of the Appalact:ian 
Mountains and the origin of crystalline 
rocks will command the attention of all 
geologists, and will be understood by many 
with but aslight knowledge of the science. 
Nowhere els? in the world, he says, bas a 
mountain system of such geographical ex- 
tent and such geological complexity been 
studied by such a number of zealous and 
learned investigators ; and no other, it may 
be confidently asserted, has furnished such 
vast and important results to geological 
science. The laws of mountain structure, as 
revealed in the Appalachians bv the labors of 
the brothers Henry D. and William B. Roc- 
ers, of Lesley and Hall, have given to the 
world the basis of a correct system of oro- 
graphic geology, and many of the obscure 
geological problems of Europe become plain 
wheo read inthe light of our American ex- 
perience. 

....One of the most important papers 
read before the American Association was 
by Prof. E. T. Cox, on the western 
coal measures and Indiana coal. Over 
the Western coal areas formerly existed 
two seas, in which were formed the sub- 
carboniferous rocks. As the water became 
shallow from the accumulation of these 
deposits, a barrier was formed, which shut 
out the ocean, and cut off the source of salt- 
water supply. The waters of these seas be- 
came less and less brackish, so that the con- 
dition necessary for the growth of the giant 
ferns and other plants of the Coal period 
were gradually ushered in. He is unable to 
find that the beds of coal even in Indiana are 
equivalent, as many of our best geologists 
had supposed. He says that the new Far 
West will look to Indiana for its supply of 
fron and steel, for the manufacture of which 
her coal is especially valuable. He predicts 
for Indiana a bright future as a manufacturing 
state, as there “‘ we find the last great belt of 
timber suitable for manufacturing purposes ; 
and after crossing her borders, thence to the 
Pacific Ocean, no coal has yet been found that 
can successfully be used in the manufacture 
of iron. 


....In his paper on the geological history 
of the Gulf of Mexico, Prof. E. W. Hilgard 
shows that during the Coal period the gulf 
extended as far north as Southern Illinois, 
while in the Tertiary period its shore-lines 
receded to near the latitude of Baton Rouge. 
He also finds drift deposits, consisting of 
beds of pebbles and sand, about the present 
shores, near the mouth of the Mississippi. 
The northern derivation of the pebbles, their 
size, and the extensive plowing up of older 
beds, prove a southward flow of waters ofcon- 
siderable violence. To account for these 
beds, he assumes that before their deposition 
the gulf coast suffered an elevation of at 
least four hundred and fifty feet above its 
present level, accompanied by a much greater 
one at the head of the waters. Then there 
occurred a slow depression to about twice 
that amount; and finally, during the Terrace 
epoch, a re-elevation to at least the extent of 
four hundred and fifty feet.

They are 
taken from the Lutheran Observer : 

"Rev. Jacob Zebring, a minister of the Re- 
formed Church, in preaching his twenty-fifth 
anniversary sermon, recently presented the 
following remarkable historic details, Ie 
stated that he studied at Mereersburgh, and 
spent $700 of borrowed money during his 
course. To liquidate the debt thus incurred 
required thirteen years, His salary on an 
average has been $570 per annum. He has 
preached 5,334 sermons, uever permitting the 
inclemency of the weather to interfere with 
the fulfillment of his appointments; has con- 
firmed 1,126 catechumens, baptized 2,588 
children and adult persons, buricd 875, keep- 
ing a record of their names, birth, ages, and 
the texts from which he p reached. He bas 
married 1,444 couples, administered the Lord’s 
Supper to 19,746 communicants, and traveled 
75,076 miles, an average of more than 3,000 
mniles every year. He attended every meeting 
of his classis, and never failed to secure the 
attendance of one of his elders.” 


.-An association of ministers and 
churches was formed at Berea, Ky., Sept. 
2Stb, under the title of “The State Asso- 
ciation of Christian Ministers and Churches 
of Kentucky.’’ The object of the associa- 
tion is the promotion of Christian fellow- 
ship, the aid of fecble churches, and the 
more efficient proclamation of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. Faith in Christ and obedi- 
ence to his commandments are the only 
conditions of membership. Resolutions were 
passed bearing testimony against the division 
of the church into sects which exclude per- 
sous acknowledged to be true Christians, and 
paged to labor for the organization of 
‘such churches as will admit to membership 
all applicants who give satisfactory evidcnce 
of Christian character.” This is @ good 
platform; and we trust the number of the 
eaints who stand upon it may be greatly 
multiplied. It is possible, however, for peo- 
ple who profess all this to be narrow secta- 
rians. 


..As there is some faint hope of union 
between the ‘* Old Catholics” and the Greco- 
Russian Church, those of our readers to 
whom the peculiarities of the latter are not 
for the moment familiar, may be glad to have 
their memories refreshed. The Greek Cath- 
Olics of Russia deny the spiritual supremacy 
of the Pope, authorize all individuals to read 
and study the Scriptures in the vernacular, 
and prohibit the celibacy of the clergy. They 
carry this latter point to such an extent that 
no priest is allowed to perform any spiritual 
function until be has a wife, nor after he be- 
comes a widower. As the Church does not 
permit him to marry asecond time, he is 
then cut off from all clerical duties; but may 
enter a convent, and thus become eligible to 
be made a dignitary of the church. 


...» The Central Congregational church in 
Boston, which cost $100,000, four times as 
much as azy church has aright to cost, and 
the debt upon which a few moaths ago 
amounted to $200,000, has at length been 
paid for. There were five subscriptions of $20,- 
000 cach, and numerous others proportionate- 
ly large from persons of more moderate means. 
The sin of building so extravagant a church 
having been committed, of course, no other 
works were meet for repentance except a 
prompt liquidation of the debt. If the pen- 
ance has been heavy, we trust it may prove a 
warning to other congregations against 
similar offenses. Nevertheless, it must be 
owned that the liberality of the society has 
been heroic. 


..It is getting to be the fashion in Scot- 
land, when vacancies occur in the pulpit of 
the Established Church, for the congrega- 
tions to meet and nominate a minister to the 
patron, whether this be aCrown or a private 
person. Secing the hopelessness of the at- 
tempt to secure the modification or the abo- 
lition of patronage, the people have quietly 
taken the matter into their own hands. Pa- 
trons, for the most part, comply with the 
wishes of the members and adherents of the 
congregation, when these can be ascertained 
and when there is unanimity; but in nota 
few cases it leads toa great amount of 
private wirepulling, which results in the ap- 
pointment of a minister for whom no one has 
asked, This is especially the case in Crown 
patronages, several of which are at present 
vacant, 


..-.There is at Columbus, Ga., a branch of 
a society called Theophilanthropists, whose 
motto is: ‘“ Any system of religion which 
shocks the mind of a child cannotbe a true 
system; the world is my country, and to do 
good is my rcligion.’? The fact of death is 
probably not admitted in this new religion, for 
that is quite likely to shock the mind of a 
child. With the large pretensions of the 
latter sentence no fauitcan be found; but it 
will be well for ‘“‘the world’ to watch the 
conduct of these people, with a view to dis- 
cover whether they are any more self-denying 
in their charities, or any more abundant in 
their labors, than people who believe in what 
they regard as a barbareus ereed. 


....A correspondent of the fondon S’and- 
ard, writing upon the offense of the bishops 
in preaching iu a Presbyterian place of wor- 
ship, and not being satisSed with their explan- 
ation that it wasa mission service, makes the 
following betligerent proposition: ‘They 
have committed an ecclesiastical offense ; but 
Iam unable to prosecute them at my own ex- 
pense, as I believe it will cost £1,000. If 
Churchmen are disposed to aid me in the 
matter, and will furnish me with contribu- 
tions, I will return them unless they reach 
£1,000; and, if they do reach that sum, I 
pledze myself to bring the atte prelates 
to justice.” 


..Tne cardinals have been discussing in 
solemn conclave the claim of the King of 
Italy to asupremacy of rule in the city and 
domain of the Holy Sec. They have finally 
advised his Holiness to quit Rome, in order to 
preserve his spiritual Independence. The 
Pope received the decision of the Cardinalate 
with a very considerable degree of favor, 
after some hesitation; and he has partially 
determined to take his departure from Rome 
at the moment of the convocation of the 
Italian Parliament within the bounds of the 
municipality. 


..The Rev Ravand Rogers, D.D., who 
has been pastor of the Presbyterian church 
in Bound Brook, New Jersey, for forty years, 
celebrated his golden wedding on the 11th 
inst. Among the guests were four persons 
who were present at the marriage of Dr. and 
Mrs. Rogers, in 1821. Dr. Rogers continues 
to perform all his pastoral labors with un- 
diminished energy, and does much in con- 
vention and societies outside of his parish, 
besides serving with great acceptance as 
stated clerk of the Synod of New Jersey. 


....The Universalists of Massachusetts held 
their General Convention at Springfield last 
Wednesday. The constitution of the body 
was amended, so as to make the choice of 
lay delegates to the Convention the busi- 
ness of the parish, cutting off the Sunday- 
schools from representation. The meeting 
voted to raise $10,000, one-half to be used by 
the General Convention, and one-half by the 
State Convention. Rev. G. L. Demorest, of 
Milford, was elected president for the coming 
year. 


....The Unitarians are going to drop their 
project of anew church ig Washington, and 
throw themselves with their might into 
the work of rebuilding Robert Collyer’s 
church at Chicago. The executive commit- 
tee of the Unitarian Association voted, at a 
recent meeting, to appropriate $3,000 toward 
the payment of Mr. Collyer’s salary for the 
coming year, and to raise $100,000 for the 
new Unity Church. 


----Last sear a total of 150,000 visits were 
made to the rooms of the Young Mcn's Chris- 
tian Association, Boston. As a result of the 
religious work of the Association, over one 
hopeful conversion has cecurred each day for 
the last four years; 6,600 persons a year 
apply for situations to the employment com- 
mittee; and the boarding-house list is doing 
much to give moral homes to thousands of 
strangers. 


....Bishop Wilberforce recommends his 
clergy to begin the use of the new Lectionary 
on the first of January next.

Hews of the Week, 


A GuovceEsTeR (Mass.) fishing vessel, 
named ‘‘E, A. Horton,’’ was captured some 
months since by a Dominion revenue eutter, 
on the coast of Nova Scotia, for an alleged 
violation of the Canadian fishery laws, 
and was taken inio Guysboro, where she was 
detained waiting the decision of the court 
bofore which the case was laid. But, whether 
necessarily or not, the matter hung fire a 
long time; and at last the owner of the ves- 
sel, determined to waste no more time before 
the court, made up his mind to cut out his 
vessel from the surveillance of the guard 
placed over her, and so bring her back to 
Gloucester. Accordingly one dark, stormy 
night, recently, having obtained assistance, 
he seized the vessel, took her out of the 
harbor, and before the inhabitants of Guys- 
boro became aware of the fact was be- 
yond pursuit, even by the revenue cutters. 

The ‘* Horton” arrived at Gloucester on the 
18th, and was received witha grand congratu- 
latory demonstration on the part of the in- 
habitants. Torchlight processions, bands of 
music, speeches, and the thunder of artillery 
welcomed the captain and his men, who 
had become heroes of tho first magnitude. 
But it is barely possible that the business may 
assume a more serious aspect. In escaping, 
the vessel left behind her papers, and her 
owner has already made application to our 
Treasury Department for new ones. But 
should the Secretary of the Treasury grant 
them serious complications may thereupon 
arise between this country and the Dominion. 
Without new papers the vessel is of no use 
to her owner, as he cannot take her out of 
port, andshe must lay at her wharf and rot. 














..Fourmore of the series of International 
Yacht Races have been sailed, making five in 
all—the series to consist of seven races, and 
the object being to determine whether the 
Queen’s Cup, won by the * America,” some 
years since, shall remain in this country, or 
whether the English yacht ‘ Livonia,” by 
winning the majority of the seven races 
against our best competing boats, should 
take it back to England. The five races sailed 
resulted in the American yacht “Columbia” 
winning the two first races, and losing the 
third, through the disabling of ber rudder 
and the giving way of some of her sails under 
the severe strain of the exceeding strong 
wind and rough water prevailing that day. In 
the fourth and fifth races the American yacht 
‘‘Sappho” competed with the “ Livonia,” 
and in both cases easily outstripped her—in 
the first instance distancing her rival by be- 
tween five and six miles, and in the latter by 
between three and four miles. Of course, we 
shall keep the Cup, until England can send 
a faster boat than the “ Livonia.” 


..Intelligence has been received of the 
progress of Dr. Hall’s Arctic Expedition. 
After leaving Disco, where he reccived extra 
stores from the *‘ Congress,”’ he sailed north 
and arrived off the harbor of Proven. Here 
he endeavured to obtain some Esquimaux 
dogs, but met with only partial success. 
From thence he sailed to Upernavik, where 
he arrived on the 30th of August. He here 
purchased some more dogs, aud some furs; 
but failed in his chief object—that of securing 
the services of Esquimaux dog-drivers and 
hunters. On the Sih of September he sailed 
from Upernavik, going north. Probably 
nothing more will be heard from him before 
another summer, unless he should send 
down to Disco during the winter for 
supplies. All on board were well..... 
From Gotba, Germany, we learn that 
full reports of the last German expedition to 
the North Pole are published. Itis claimed 
that the expedition was entirely successful. 
A polar sea was discovered, free of ice and 
swarming with whalcs. 


....Polygamy in Utahisdoomed. Thetest 
case just tried, in which one Hawkins, having 
three wives, was indicted at the instance of 
the first wife on the charge of adultery, has 
resulted in a verdict against the defendant. 
The penalty prescribed by the Utah statute 
for the crime of adultery is imprisonmeat for 
not over twenty years nor less than three, or 
a fine of not over $1,000, or both fine and im- 
prisonment, at the discretion of the court. 
Under this decision every first wife in Utah 
has it in her power to bring legal proceed- 
ings against her busband for adul- 
tery, in case he practices pologamy, and 
many have already applied to the prosecuting 
attorney to commence criminal proceedings 
against their husbands. Itis generally be- 
lieved at Salt Lake City that Hawkins will 
be sent to the penitertiary for a term of 
years. 

...-Ratifications of the treaty between 
Germany and France have been exchanged. 
.... lt is expected that the departments of 
France now occupied by German troops will 
be evacuated by the 27th of December next. 
.... Advices from Algiers are more favorable. 
The insurgents are submitting, trusting to 
the generosity of the French commanders.... 
Prince Napoleon, recently, when on his way 
to Marseilles, en route to Corsica, while the 
train stopped at the town of Valence, was 
met with hisses, yells, and threats from the 
assembled populace, They demanded his 
surrender into their hands, and he was only 
saved from bodily harm by the respect ac- 
corded to the safe conduct of the govern- 
ment, under which he traveled.

Tu13 is the season for the organization of 
farmers” clubs, an institution which we look 
upon 88 promising more for the future of 
rican agriculture than the costly and os- 
teptatious cattle-shows, which too generally 
ait no rated into race-courses. We have 
en familiar for many years with the work- 
tung of the cluband the shows, and have 
ed their results with some care; and do 
pot hesitate to pronounce in favor of the 
club, as having a more educating influence on 
the farmer and producing greater results on 
the farm. We would not be understood as 
opposing cattle-shows and fairs. They bave 
gone the farmers and manufacturers a great 
ce, Since Elkanah Watson exhibited a 
rino buck and ewe in 1807, under the big 
elm on the common in Pittsfield, Mass., and 
there Jaid the foundation of the Siva hire 
Agricultural Society, and incidentally of 
woolen manufactures, the stimulus given to 
ayrict ulture by the county and state socictics 
that have been m pdeled after the old Berk- 
shire has been so obvious that no one can 
to see and appree siate it. The annual ex-

hibitioa has been measured not by the in- 
formation gained, nor by the stimulus to agri- 
culture, but by the pecuniary receipts. In 
short, mavy of our cattle-shows have degen- 
erated into race-courses, with a few cattle 
thrown in to take off the curse; just as a 
sircus attaches to itself a small menagerie, to 
make it more current. There are some noble 
exceptions, The New York State Fair has 
over continued to be a pure agricultural and 
nechanical exhibition, and its success and 
the success of other fairs similarly conducted 
gre a refutation of the common assertion that 
attle-shows cannot succeed without a horse- 
race to draw the crowd.

From September to December I believe are 
the limits. 

But, remember, the bulbs must be planted 
in some part of that time; you cannot wait 
till spring. Florists complain of the orders 
that ere sent for tulips and hyacinths just 
when they are ready to bloom! You must 
plant in the fall, with few exceptions. It 
isso hard for any one buta practiced flor- 
ist to keep the few kinds that may be kept 
for spring planting that ordinary people had 
best not try. Lilies grow mouldy, and 
anemones seem to dry away to powder; and 
all that you cannot plant this fall let a flor- 
ist keep for you till spring. If you cannot 
get them then, you will at least not lose your 
money. 

Itis strange work to plant bulbs. Beauti- 
ful work, but strange; having a certain weird 
interest and significance and likeness to 
greater things. Seeds are another matter. 
A few days—a week or two, at most—brings 
up their fresb growth; and even in this un- 
certain world we do look ahead so far as 
that. It is the gentle time of year, too, when 
everything is tending toward the bright sea- 
son of sunand blossom and fruit. But for 
our bulbs! Summer is behind them when 
they are planted; and before them stretch 
the long, long wintry months of ice and 
snow—the months of absent or tuneless 
birds, of half-hardy things that are dying, 
and tender things that are quite ®ead. The 
very yearis fading when they gre laid for 
their quict sleep. ’ 

The seeds spring Ur, eng grow, we know 
not how, 60 swift’, so suddenly, with such 
a full burst ‘of life. But the bulbs, once 
planted, lving inches deep beyond the sun- 
iizht. “ie still and give no sign. The labels 
set here and there in the fresh, smooth cartbh 
mizht each bear the inscription ** Wait.” 

Boy lube And whose eyes shall see the 
bed in all its glory, when the winter is over 
and gone? We know not. And 60, as I 
plant my bulbs, planning and mapping out, 
laying them smoothly, each inits place, there 
comes to me these words: ‘ Who shall live 
when God docth this?’ I cannot tell. But 
of that other resurrection I know; though the 
waiting be long and desolate and wintry, I 
shail not miss the glory of that spring. ‘ For 
them which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him.”’ 

For those whose garden-room is small it is 
very important to have especially those 
flowers that bloom all the time. In a great 
place, if a whole flower-bed is out of bloom, 
so many others are iz that you hardly notice 
it. Butinasmall garden itis not so. No 
tice, therefore, as the season flies along, what 
blossoms accompany it, where others are 
dropped in its flight. Not everything will 
bear the occasional frosts and cold winds even 
of October, and those that do are very pre- 
cious. ‘ 

First here, as elsewhere, come the roses— 
amali Washingtons in their way, and every- 
where taking the lead, in sunshine, in cloud, 
in loving favor. Yet not all the roses. Lu- 
dovie Carean has long been flowerless, and 
Pio Nono shews not even a bud, and Camille 
de Rohan reserves its brilliance for the glow 
of summer days. But just look at my ‘ per- 
petual moss”? Salet, Two or three exquisite 
full-blown roses, as pink as June and 
almost as sweet, with large scattered 
buds here and there, as yet muffled in 
their mossy calyx. Agrippina, my bDril- 
liant little Bengal, offers both buds and 
blossoms with calm, unvarying regularity,very 
revardless of weather; and Mme. Bosanquet’s 
paler face is seldom wanting. Hermosa, too, 
shews deep spots of color. 

Now look at Sombreuit. Long new shoots, 
thick-set, with their deep, deep green 
leaves; and bearing bigh in air a perfect array 
of buds, in all stages of growth, and two 
opened roses. Butoh! such roses. Translu- 
cent white, into which there has somehow 
crept a thought of color—wdat.color you can- 
not tell. The whole so waxy and pure and 
moulded that you are ready to repeat the 
remark of some lady, and say they are ‘just 
like artificial flowers.” These do look ‘ just 
like wax,’ only with a difference—the differ- 
ence betweea life and death, the false and 
the true. Take one of Sombreuil’s breaths of 
fragrance, and you will debate the wax ques- 
tion no longer. 

A beauty of another style is Triomphe de 
Malmaison, with buds that are absolutely 
huge; three and four and five of them 
crowning the stalk, disdaining any ming- 
ling with mere green leaves, And this great 
pink cup, almost as rerular as poreclain and 
wellnigh as deep, what is it like? What 
but a Mulmaison rose! The clear pink hue; 
the wealth of petals that lap round and line 
and form the cup; the assured air of a queen; 
the dainty coquettish air of a rose—it is a 
superb flesh-and-blood beauty. Not ethereal, 
not spiritucile; like Sombdreuil. 

From these hights one must come down 
by degrees. Mignonctte,-always lovely and 
always sure, now outdocs itself; and Sweet 
Alyssum makes a small white wilderness that 
is very sweet. And Pinks show white stars 
and crimson stars and stars of all shades, and 
Verbenas blossom steadily on. Pansies take 
breath after the summer heats, and look out 
upon the cooling world with wide-open eyes 
and expansive faces, 

There is a sort of sadness in the late bloom 
of the half-hardy things—the Tuberoses, 
Dahlias, and Zinuias—which are so gay to- 
day, and may be cut down to-night. Onc 
turns from them to the Chrysanthemums, 
just opening out, in defiance of the frost. Ah! 
Grub, if you only had not eaten up my one 
Japanese specimen last spring. However, 
Mr. Vick’s wise counsel to rejoice over the 
flowers that live, rathcr than to mourn over 
those that die, is strictly in placehere. Have 
[not Gloria Mundi, already answering to its 
name; and Ze, softly opening out its paler 
tints; with Dr. Srooks’s gay orange and 
Figidum’s deep red, and Sxowdall’s perfect 
white. I have seen this last loaded with its 
beautifully incurved, globe-shaped blossoms ; 
and these, in turn, bearing a spotless weight 
of carly snow. Chrysanthemums are just 
grand wherever the season is long enough to 
vive them a chance, They thrive better, 1 
think, for a light covering of brush or leaves 
during the winter months; not but they are 
quite hardy, only this seems to secure an 
early start in the spring, and for plants thar 
may be called to a neck-and-neck race with 
the frost an early start is quite desirable. 


Among faithful, sure bioomers at this 
season I must not forget my lovely 
Lonivera  Halliena, perfectly hardy, a 


eloud of white sweetness in the early 
season, and from then until now never with 
out a good show of its graceful blossoms. I 
got one, two or three years ago, from Mr. 
Watson (who, I belicve, first introduced it in 
this country), and have had constant comfort 
in it ever since, 





NEMOPHILA. 


I wisi to call attention to a lovely little 
flower that has alforded mea great deal o; 
pleasure, I refer to Nemophila. I have ofter 
woudered that it is not more generally culti- 
vaied. I never saw it until [ vrew it myself, 
two years ago. From a paper of mixed seed 
—cost five cents—I raised twenty-seven 
plants, of seven varictics. Some scedsmen 
give the names of nine varictics. I have had 
it in bloom two seasons, but have not been 
able to distinguish more than seven. But I 
hope to get the other two soon. 

The Insignis is the most beautiful. The 
flower is of a lovely blue coior, and the leaves 
are exceedingly delicate and pretty—enough 
so to entitle it to a place among the so-called 
foliage-p!ants. 

Maculata grandiflora is very showy, and is 
always much admired. It is a large white 
flower, with a violet blotch on each petal. 

But the Jneignis is my favorite. Last sum- 
mer I had it in a hanging-basket, and aiso in 
astump; and it seemed perfectly at home iu 
both—especially so in the stump. I had ex- 
perimented with a variety of things in my 
stump; but somchow they all looked strange, 
and out of place, until I tried the Nemophila 
insignie. And the dear little blue-eyed thing 
took to the homely old stump as if it had 
been its mother. 

It is perfectly hardy. I scattereda paper 
of mixed seed over a bed of eariy bulbs last 
fall, and it was up before the middle of April, 
have theic third leaves. (April 13th.) It is 
It is the earliest blooming annual that I know; 
it was out before the Candytuft last year. I 
would suggest several sowings, as it will not 
bloom all summer from very early planting. 
A partially shaded situation for late summer 
blooming will be necessary, as, like the Pausy, 
it does not endure the heat very well. 

No representations that I have seen do 
this flower justice. It is impossible to de- 


many of them veined and blotched and striped 
in the most interesting manner.

BEAUTIFYING YARDS — PRAC 
TICAL HINTS. 


Now in October and November is the time 
to arrange grounds, and put out hardy bulbs 
—such as Crocuses, Tulips, Lilies, Hyacinths, 
and Crown Imperials—for spring flowers. But, 
in ordering them, unless you havea fortune 
to use in this way, don’t get the high-priced 
named bulbs, which are in most instances 
no better for practical use than the older 
cheap varieties, Order the different colors— 
as blue, yellow, red, white, clouded, etc.—of 
good size; and you will be more sure to be 
satisfied, at moderate prices. This, too, is 
the best way in ordering all kinds of fiowers, 
and seeds. Floriculturists, by hybridizing, 
have a system of making money by obtaining 
new varieties, to which they give names and 
glowing descriptions, that perfectly bewilder 
the inexperienced. 

Make the beds or mounds for bulbs of rich 
mellow earth, and plant them from one to 
two inches deep, according to size. Then in 
the spring, about the time of planting corn, 
sow seeds of showy annual flowers, such as 
continue a long time in the blossoming stage, 
in a warm rich bed, shading it from the hot 
sun, and sprinkling it with water in dry 
weather, to keep it moist, until the sceds 
come up and get root-hold. When the bulbs 
are about done blossoming, transplant the 
annuals; and put them in the same beds; and 
the yard will glow with beauty until the 
frosts of autumn. This process will keep 
the bulb-beds free from weeds, and the bulbs 
will be in good condition to blossom again 
the next spring, without much care or atten- 
tion. A covering of manure in the fall, 
however, will act favorably. Just pursue a 
common-sense method, and there is no more 
trouble in raising fine flowers, especially 
from bulbs, thanin growing good potatoes. 
Ample yards for recreation, adorned with 
flowers, greatly promote the union, refine- 
ment, and happiness of the household.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


REFORMATION IN SELLING FARM PRODUCE. 

We need an entirely radical reform in the 
measurement and manner of selling farm 
produce. The old days of good measures— 
heaped upand running over—scem to be past, 
and we have now but miserable apologies fur 
bushels, barrels, or baskets. Fruit and vege- 
tables are sent to market in all conceivable 
sizes and shapes, and filied in as many differ- 
ent ways. The old-fashioned bushel, with 
square, honest measure, seems going into ob- 
livion—or, at any rate, practical disuse ; while 
baskeis have been substituted which seem to 
grow sinaller year by year. When New Jer- 
sey peaches rul:d the market, twenty years 
ago, a peach-basket was large and capacious, 
and held about ths of a bushel ; but now it 
holds scant Sgths, and a crate of peaches, said 
to hold two baskets, is found hardly to contain 
afull bushel measure. This is one of tie meth- 
ods by which buyers are deceived by pro- 
ducers; or, to be plain spoken, it is practical 
cheating. A barrel now means nothing reli- 
able in capacity. Apple and pear-barrels are 
altogether different, and a barrel of flour 
means still another measure. One barrel may 
hold good three bushels, while another has 
scant two and a half. The buyer of the latter 
loses nearly twenty per cent. in the quantity, 
Eggs, too, are an instance of uncertain val- 
ue. A dozen eggs are as varied in weight as 
a dozen apples. Whether small or large, they 
all go at the same price. Tae number is no 
guide to their worth. In one case a dozen 
large eggs are worth one-third more than the 
other; yet the smaller eggs are uniformly 
sold at the price of the larger ones. Vegeta- 
bles of all descriptions vary, too, in the capac- 
ity of the baskets they are contained in. And 
in everything dependeat upon measare the 
buyer has only an uncertain, indefinite idea 
of what he will get. There is but one prac- 
tical solution to this vexed question—i. ¢., by 
uniform weights. Inthe markets of San Fran- 
cisco everthing, large or small, valuable or 
almost valucless, is sold entirely by weight. 
The producer has no opportunity to deccive, 
the buyer has confidence that he gets his

FARMING BY WOMEN, 

The best farm in England is kept by a wo. 
man, and took the first prize recently offered 
by the Royal Agricultural Society. It was a 
farm of 400 acres, devoted to pasture, grain, 
and stock. The soil was originally poor, but 
had been much improved by skillful treat- 
ment. Only four horses were kept; yet such 
was the admirable system of management that 
they were sufficient for the cultivation neces- 
sary for seventy acres of wheat, the same of 
barley and turnips, besides some oats and 
beans. The produce sold was 30 three-year- 
old steers and 200 fat sheep—all raised on the 
farm; 2,450 bushels of wheat and 3,290 bush- 
els of barley, which realized $15,895; besides 
other produce—as pork, wool, butter, cheese, 
ete. Early in July the turnips nearly covered 
the ground, and on 72 acres of them the ex- 
aminers saw no weeds ; in fact, the whole farm 
was perfectly free from them. Twenty tons 
of guano, bone-dust, etc., were used each 
year. 

EXPERIMENTS IN SEEDING WHEAT, 


It has been found that where care is exer- 
cised in driiiing wheat the crops will be much 





larGr, thin seeding more often proving 
Successful than thick seeding. R. A. Gilpin, 
of West Chester, planted one acre with thicd 
necks, in drills 20 inches apart, and planted 
the reniginder of the fleld with an ordinary 
drill. Inthe spring, as soon asthe gronnd 
became dry, he cultivated with a garden hoe 
three inches deep. The single acre yielded 23 
bushels; the remainder 9. J. J. Mechi, of 
England, dibbled an acre at intervals of about 
444 inches, one kernel ina hole. One grain 
made from 20 to 30 stems, and the acre pro- 
duced 53 bushels of heavy wheat and 23{ tons 
of straw, making the heaviest crop on his 
farm. 

IMPORTATION OF CHINESE FOR FARM LA- 

BORERS. 

George W. Tifft, of Buffalo, owns a tract 
of 3,880 acres of land in Shelby County, 
Towa, one hundred and sixty acres of which 
are under cultivation. He has determined to 
import forty or fifty Chinamen, and set them 
at work upon this land, intending by the 
spring of 1872 to have one thousand acres in 
good farming order. He has already con- 
tracted for the building of ten frame tene- 
ments, for the accommodation of bis Celes- 
tial workmen, His plan is to give to each 
man sufficient house-room, and an acre of 
land for a garden; then to divide up the tract 
into parcels of about eighty acres, from 
which each man can produce corn, to be 
purchased by Mr. Tifft at ten cents a bushel. 


A FLOWER FAIR. 

At the recent fair of the Western New York 
Agricultural Society, at Rochester, the display 
of flowers was believed to be the best ever 
made in this country. One exhibitor alone 
shuwed 162 varieties of roses, and the collec- 
tions of gladiolus, pansies, asters, phloxes, 
petunias, dahlias, verbenas, und zinnias 
were of almost endless profusion. ‘There was 
also a single collection of vegetables of 225 
varieties, containing 20 varieties of potatoes, 
30 of tomatoes, 15 of onions, 14 of bects, and 
10 of cabbage. There was a case of 125 va- 
rieties of garden seeds, of which 46 were 
beans. A Chili squash, weighing 107 pounds, 
and a Mountain Sweet watermelon, weighing 
45 pounds, were among the incidental at- 
tractions. 

BOUNTY ON TREE PLANTING. 

The legislature of Ilinois bas introduced 
a bill, with a fair prospect of successful adop- 
tion, giving a bounty of half a cent per tree 
for all useful trees put out, either in mass for 
forest tree plantation or in any other form. 
Two years ago the state appropriated $7,000 
to plant and cultivate 30 species of forest 
trees on 70 acres of land. The Northern 
Illinois Horticultural Society recommend 
that forest trees should be planted three feet 
each way, or thirty to the square rod, or 
nearly 5,000 to the acre. The bill of the 
legislature includes fruit trees, but requires 
them to be pianted at least twenty feet apart 
cach way. 


BEST STYLE OF HOME BUILDINGS. 

Mrs. Swisshelm, after expressing her disap- 
probation of fancy houses, with irregular 
roofs and inconvenient chimneys, which 
may be artistic in looks and form an inter- 
esting feature ina landscape, says: “Fora 
house to live in, commend me to the generous 
old square mansion, such as do most abound 
in the rural districts of the Keystone State.

INCREASE OF EMIGRATION TO THE NORTH- 
WEST, 


The increased publicity given to the lands 
of the Northwest has resulted in a remark- 
able emigration thither. Witbin six months 
it is stated that over 30,000 new settlers have 
located in Minnesota, along the Red River 
and on the line of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road. Some curiosities of settlers’ life ap- 
pear occasionally—as, for instance, an Eastern 
editor in his travels there came upon a large 
piece of newly-ploughed ground. Near by 
wasasmall tent. A pot of beans was simmer- 
ing over a wood fire in front of it. There 
was a haystack in the rear of the tent; an ox- 
team attached to a rude cart in front of it. 
This was the home of two men who left 
Boston last June to seek new homes in the 
West. They made their selection of lands 
without reference to any railroad lines; but 
they will be only a mile from the Northern 
Pacitic. One of them was wielding the yard- 
stick in Hanover street Boston, in June last; 
now he is provrictor by pre-emption of one 
hundred and sixty acres of land. He has thirty 
acres broken, from whici he will harvest at 
least fifteen hundred bushels of oats next 
July, if the season is propitious. Two years 
hence his farm, with the improvements, lo- 
eated so near the railroad, will be worth from 
$2,000 to $3,000. 

“Thaven’t seen a single Jonely hour since 
I came here,’ said the ex-dry-goods clerk. 
His quarters were small, his accommodations 
limited. He handed me the tea in a tin cup, 
and asked me to take a pinch of pepper from 
a brown paper andto help myself to crack- 
ers from a bag. Young men who go at it in 
that way are pretty sure to win.” 


PORK. 

Pork has risen 3 cents per pound, so the 
markets say; and again the question comes 
up favorably before the farmer of feeding his 
corn to his hogs, and calculating how much 
money he can make. 

A Missouri farmer last winter determined 
to try for himself practically whether it 
would pay to d¥y hozs and feed them corn 
bought in February. Seven hogs, averaging 
133 pounds, or 931 in all—worth 5 cents per 
pound, or $46.55, other expenses connected 
with purchase being $6—cost $52.55. He 
fed them corn for77 days. Attheend of that 
time they weighed 1,700 pounds, or a gain of 
769 pounds—an average of 10 pounds per day. 
They sold for $97.75, or a profit over cost 
price of $45.20. The corn fed during that 
time was 50 bushels, netting for the corn 90 
cents per bushel, or 40 cents more than the 
corn had previously been worth. The corn 
crop of the Westis now the most abundant 


be sold ata price of not over 25 cents per 
bushel. This is so cheap that it will tempt 
P farmers everywhere to feed it to their animals 
and convert it into beef or pork. At this 
price any one can double their money very 
easily. 

STICKING TO ONE PLAN. 


Farmers get discourayed sometimes by oc- 
easional gluts, low prices, and overproduc- 
tion. Every one must expect this; but it 
will gencrally be found true that those 
farmers who expect only fair profits, who 
aim to raise good crops, by taking good care 
of a fair supply of farm animals, and lay out 
a good plan and stick to it, year by year, 
through good or evil, will, in the long rua, 
make the most money, over those who shift 
their crops with every tide of speculation. 
There is nothing so good as hanging on to the 
ast.
